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Preface 


Historical  societies  and  the  work  of  historical  preservation  made 
solid  strides  in  Pennsylvania  during  tlie  HlfiO’s,  and  fiirilier  gains  are 
anticipated  in  tlie  seventies.  Appropriately,  the  Pennsylvania  Histori¬ 
cal  and  Museum  Commission  has  now  published  a  new  Pennsylvania 
Directory  of  Historical  Organizations,  1970,  which  brings  up  to  date 
its  1966  Directoiy  of  Pennsylvania  Historical  Organizations  and  Mu¬ 
seums  and  focuses  upon  history-related  associations. 

The  Commission  issued  its  first  directory  of  societies,  A  List  of  Penn¬ 
sylvania  Historical  Organizations,  in  1960.  This  was  a  booklet  of 
tliirty-eight  pages,  and  it  replaced  the  guide  to  societies  which  had 
been  published  in  the  old  Yearbooks  of  the  Pennsylvania  Federation 
of  Historical  Societies. 

The  purpose  of  the  Directory  is  to  promote  communication  among 
the  organizations  and  to  inform  the  public  about  officers,  facilities, 
and  programs.  The  listing  of  institutions  and  organizations  is  geo¬ 
graphical.  An  index  of  organization  names  will  facilitate  use  of  the 
Directory. 

Societies  maintaining  membership  in  the  Pennsylvania  Federation 
of  Historical  Societies  are  marked  with  an  asterisk.  Organizations 
whose  manuscript  holdings  are  listed  in  Irwin  Richman’s  Historical 
Manuscript  Depositories  i7i  Pennsylvania  (Harrisburg:  Pennsylvania 
Historical  and  Museum  Commission,  1965)  are  noted  by  the  abbrevia¬ 
tion  HMD.
